Budget for Moore General Hospital 


This was ably presented by the Superintendent, Mrs. 
Marion Lamy, with all items being discussed including 
the pay adjustments for nurses. Also the estimated loss 
on poor accounts which are estimated at $43,000 this 
year against $27,000. last year. The total budget was 
$795,343. 


Commissioner Beaulieu raised the question of wage 
differential for guards at the Valley Street Jail, pointing 
out that some guards worked 46 hours for the same pay 
as others who worked 40 hours, and asked that $1,600. 
be added to the jail budget. 


Rep. Bruton pointed out that this was a question for 
the Commissioners to settle. 


The chairman stated that he would set up a meet- 
ing with the judge and Bar Association members for Wed- 
nesday night, January 12 at 8:00 p. m., in the Manchester 
Court House. This is regarding the new proposed Court 
House. 


We adjourned at 5:00 p. m., for a nice dinner to meet 
again at the Farm on Monday, January 10th at 12:30 p. m.

The Hillsborough County Executive Committee met 
at the County Farm. The meeting was called to order a 
1:00 p. m. by the Chairman, Mr. Dionne.

At the call of the Chairman, Mr. George Dionne, the 
executive committee met at the Manchester Court House 
at 8:30 p. m. Present were Dionne, Edwards, Gallagher, 
LaFrance, Latour, Delisle, Brocklebank and Cullity.

December 28, 1966 


The Hillsborough County Executive Committee met 
at the County Farm. All members were present except 
Messrs. Kearns and Latour. Chairman Dionne called the 
meeting to order at 1 p. m. 


- The first item of business was a report from Mr. 
William Craig regarding the activities of the Hillsbor- 
ough County Court House Commission of which he is 
Chairman. He stated that the City of Manchester and the 
Urban Renewal people had agreed to furnish land at no 
cost on the east end of the Manchester Common includ- 
ing an area in the Civic Center capable of parking 800 
cars and that the tentative plans called for a building of 
56,000 square feet. He stated that the final details were 
not completed. Mr. Craig further stated that the budget 
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for next year should include an item of about $50,000 for 
architects’ fees. He also answered questions from the 
Committee. 


Mr. Bourassa, Register of Probate, asked that a bal- 
ance of $750., which was left in his budget, be used to 
start the purchase of his Records Retrieval System; also 
that the unused balance in the Probate Account be applied 
for this purpose. He stated that this will take care of his 
needs for about 5 years. A motion was made by Mr. Burn- 
ham and seconded by Mr. Delisle that this purchase be 
authorized with the understanding that the balance 
would be incorporated in our next year’s budget. Motion 
carried. Unanimous vote in the affirmative. 


The Clerk read a letter from the County Commis- 
sioners asking permission to use $5,000 of current rev- 
enue to pay invoices of the County Farm incurred in 
the year 1966. Commissioner Beaulieu explained that in 
order to comply with the State Laws there was an over- 
draft on this, and on motion by Mr. Bruton and seconded 
by Mr. Brocklebank, approval was granted with the un- 
derstanding that, in the future, expenses of this nature 
would not be spent before it was voted by the County 
Committee. Motion carried. 


A letter was also read by the Clerk from the County 
Commissioners asking permission to use $25,000 of cur- 
rent revenue to pay invoices incurred in November, 1966 
by the Moore General Hospital. It was pointed out by 
Commissioner Beaulieu that in the past these invoices 
were carried over until January and that they wished to 
change this system. On a motion by Mr. Gallagher and 
seconded by Mr. LaFrance, the Committee approved of 
this request. 


The report of the Commissioners on the balance of 
the budget was then discussed. On a motion by Mr. La- 
France and seconded by Mr. Edwards, the item of $6,000 
for wage classifications was deleted from the budget 
and transferred to the general funds. Motion carried. 


On a motion by Mr. Cullity and seconded by Mr. 
Brocklebank, the expenses of the Court House Commit- 
tee of $3 per day plus 10¢ per mile would be paid for 
those attending a duly called meeting or meetings. The 
motion carried. 
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On a motion by Mr. Edwards and seconded by Mr. 
Delisle that the vouchers for extra pay to Walter Moran 
and Adele Hurley for extra work at the County Farm in 
1965 be approved by the County Commissioners. Vote 
was carried in the affirmative. 


Meeting adjourned at 2:30 p. m. to meet again during 
the second week of January at the State House.

There was a meeting of the Hillsborough County 
Delegation held in the dining room at the above-mention- 
ed address on June 15, 1966 called for the purpose of dis- 
cussing a new Court House, whether it should be built, 
where it should be built, and under what conditions, as 
well as a bond issue necessary for the construction of 
said building. 


At the open meeting at which many attorneys as 
well as members of the General Court were present, the 
aforementioned matters were discussed and questions 
were asked by the following people: Mr. Vachon, County 
Commissioner Walsh, Mayor Sullivan of Nashua, Arthur 
Green of the Manchester Bar, Nicholas Pantelas of the 
Nashua Bar, Atty. Joseph Villemette of Manchester, Mr. 
Minnick of the Planning Commission of Manchester, Rep- 
resentative Bartlett of Manchester, Atty. Craig of Man- 
chester, Mr. Enwright of the Manchester Board of Alder- 
men, Atty. Velishka of Nashua, Mr. Colburn of Milford, 
a stranger, Rep. Saul Feldman, Justice Leahy, Judge 
Grimes, Rep. Christie, Carey Davis representing urban 
renewal, Rep. Roland B. Burnham, Carl Randall, Clerk of 
Superior Court, Rep. Cobleigh, Moriarty and Martel, 
Judge Loughlin, Atty. Emile Bussiere and County Com- 
missioner Langdell. 


Following much discussion, questions asked and 
answered, George A. Dionne, Chairman of the Hillsbor- 
ough County Executive Committee, requested all present 
who were not Representatives of the General Court to 
withdraw. 


The meeting was reconvened at 2:35 p. m., Chairman 
Dionne presiding. Mr. Roland B. Burnham, serving as 
Clerk pro tem, was asked to call the Roll, which he did, 
and he reported that there were found to be 89 present. 


Letters from Governor King dated June 13, 1966, 
from County Attorney Emile Bussiere dated June 15, 
1966, and from the Bar Association dated June 9, 1966 
were read by the Chairman. A letter from the Bennington 
selectmen dated June 14, 1966 speaking against the con- 
struction of a new Court House was read by the Chair- 
man. 
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It was brought out that notice had been given both 
in the paper and by letter to members of the delegation as 
to this meeting. Mr. Richard J. Leonard moved that the 
report of the Executive Committee be adopted and that 
the Convention authorize the construction of a new Court 
House for the County. This motion was seconded and 
vote passed by voice vote. 


Mr. Capistran of Manchester, New Hampshire, then 
made the following motion: 


“That the new Court House be constructed in Man- 
chester. That it contain all reasonable facilities for 
use as a trial court and for other county officers pres- 
ently operating from Manchester. Further that the 
convention authorize the issuance of bonds, the total 
of which shall not exceed $1,250,000.00. Provided 
however, that the County offices and facilities pres- 
ently located in Nashua shall remain in Nashua 
with the exception of the office of the Clerk of Court, 
which office shall be relocated in Manchester in the 
new Court House. 


Further provided that facilities in Nashua be retain- 
ed for use by the Probate Court and for the trial of 
non-jury cases by the Superior Court.” 


This motion was duly seconded and adopted. 
Atty. Craig, member of the Court, then asked for the 
floor and offered the following motion: 


“That the Chairman of this Convention be author- 
ized to appoint a Building Committee of 5 members 
of this Convention, no more than 3 of any one politi- 
cal party and 2 of which shall reside in towns, which 
Committee shall have the following duties and re- 
sponsibilities: 


1. To consult with the Superior Court and the vari- 
ous County Officers located in Manchester and re- 
ceive their recommendations as to the requirements 
of their respective offices. 


2. To consult with governing officials of the City of 
Manchester and other interested parties as to the 
selection of a site and as to the disposition of the pres- 
ent Country House located in Manchester, 
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3. To retain on behalf of the County, the services of 
an architect to prepare plans and specifications for 
a Court House as herein stipulated. 


4. To consult from time to time with the Executive 
Committee of the Hillsborough County Convention. 


The Chairman of this Convention shall name the 
Chairman of the Building Committee. 


“That the Building Committee shall recommend to 
the Executive Committee of this Convention the 
choice of a site for the Court House, an appropriate 
set of plans and specifications and a proposed sale 
price for the Manchester Court House. 


“That the Executive Committee may accept said re- 
commendations and if accepted, such acceptance 
shall be authority for the appropriate County officers 
to acquire a site, issue bonds, to construct and fur- 
nish the Court House and to sell the present Court 
House; provided that the site acquisition, issuance 
of bonds, the construction and furnishing of said 
Court House and sale of the old Court House shail 
be in conformance with the recommendations of 
the Executive Committee and Building Committee, 
and further provided that the cost of the new Court 
House, exclusive of land and furnishings, shall not 
exceed $20.00 per square foot. 


“That if the Executive Committee rejects the recom- 
mendations of the Building Committee, then the 
Building Committee shall submit revised recommen- 
dations, for the approval of the Executive Com- 
mittee. 


“That nothing herein shall be constructed to author- 
ize the changing of the present site in Nashua of 
the County offices and facilities with the exception 
of the office of the Clerk of the Superior Court, 
which office shall be relocated in Manchester in said 
new Court House.” 


Mr. Emil Soucy, member of the Court, then offered 
the following amendment: 
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“Provided further that the contracts for the con- 
struction and furnishing of the Court House be ob- 
tained by sealed bid and the bid or bids shall be 
awarded to the lowest responsible bidder.” 


The amendment was accepted by Mr. Craig and the 
motion, as amended, was seconded and adopted. 


It was moved and seconded that this Court House 
be built in Manchester, New Hampshire, and after much 
discussion it was voted on the roll call being requested 
to find that 77 were in favor of the motion prevailing and 
14 against. 


The question was then asked of the Chairman if he 
was ready to name the so-called Building Committee 
referred to in Mr. Craig’s motion. The answer was in the 
affirmative, and Chairman Dionne named Atty. William 
Craig as Chairman and Rep. Barnard of Goffstown, Rep. 
Leonard of Nashua, Rep. Edwards of Antrim, and Rep. 
Cobleigh of Nashua as members of that committee. 


The following motion was then presented by Rep. 
Makris of Nashua. 


“That the Chairman appoint a five man committee to 
study the feasibility of new County facilities to house 
the Registry of Deeds, Probate Court and its entitled 
County offices in the city of Nashua in conjunction 
With existing urban renewal programs in said city.” 


This motion was duly seconded, and the assemblage 
voted in favor of the motion. This Study Committee was 
made up of Mr. John Latour of Nashua as Chairman and 
the following representatives; Mr. Makris of Nashua, 
Mr. Christie of Mt. Vernon, Mr. Raiche of Manchester and 
Mrs. Moriarty of Merrimack. 


Mr. Cobleigh of Nashua then made the following 
report for a committee selected previously to investigate 
financial conditions, records and such at Hillsborough 
County Farm: 


“As the delegation Knows, in the letter of February 8, 
1966, from the Attorney General to the Hillsborough 
County Delegation it was suggested that a select com- 
mittee be appointed by said Delegation to confer and 
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report relative to fiscal controls at the Hillsborough 
County Farm and Hospital. 


“The Committee conferred at length with former 
Attorney General William Maynard, Attorney Gen- 
eral George Pappagianis, representatives of the State 
Tax Commission, officials of the New Hampshire 
Department of Administration and Control and with 
the Hillsborough County Commissioners. 


“Testimony indicated that controls over the property 
and labor of the county and the mechanics of super- 
vising and handling of its inventory were inade- 
quate and that there was not a modern businesslike 
set of methods, systems and procedures in use. 


“At the outset it was recommended to the Com- 
mittee that the question of intentional wrongdoing 
by any county employees or officials was a matter 
that has been investigated by a grand jury and was 
therefore not properly within the scope of this com- 
mittee’s investigative authority. 


“Since the committee lacked subpoena powers and 
operating funds, the recommendation was accepted. 


“Evidence was presented to the committee that re- 
vealed the need of a thorough modernization of the 
county’s handling of finances and inventory. It was 
shown that a better system of inventory controls 
should be installed, the use of modern accounting 
equipment should be instituted, and a more vigorous 
system of audit control should be followed. 


“The witnesses who testified before the committee 
seemed to be unanimous in recommending that 
further investigation and implementation of this re- 
port could only be pursued successfully by trained 
accountants under the supervision of an impartial 
and unbiased body. 


“The committee therefore recommends to the dele- 
gation that it petition the Superior Court to order a 
complete and thorough examination of all fiscal af- 
fairs of the county pursuant to New Hampshire RSA 
25:3 and in accordance with the Standards of Audit 
Report, which are attached hereto and made a part 
hereof.” 
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Following the reading there was considerable dis- 
cussion as to the advisability of asking Superior Court 
to order a complete and thorough examination of all fis- 
cal affairs of the County pursuant to New Hampshire 
RSA 25:3 and in accordance with the ‘Standards of Audit 
Report,” which were attached to Mr. Cobleigh’s report. 


Upon motion by Mr. Cobleigh, it was moved, second- 
ed and voted that his report, acting for the special inves- 
tigating committee of the Hillsborough County Delega- 
tion be accepted and that this report be implemented by 
the Hillsborough County Delegation. He further moved 
that the recommended petition be submitted to the Su- 
perior Court under the authority of Chapter 25 RSA and 
that the County Attorney be instructed to prepare such a 
petition for the signature of the Chairman of the special 
committee. This motion was seconded and a voice vote 
was declared by the Chairman to be in the majority. 
Representatives Connover and Healy then approached 
the Clerk and asked to be recorded specifically as having 
voted against this motion.

In compliance with the laws of the State of N. H., the 
Board of Hillsborough County Commissioners present 
their annual report with reports of the Treasurer, Clerk of 
Court, County Attorney, Sheriff, Jailer, County Superin- 
tendent, County physician, Chaplains, and County Exten- 
sion Service. 


The County ended the fiscal year with a cash sur- 
plus of $48,325.75. This came about through a careful 
check of expenditures and considerably more revenue 
than estimated as a result of a joint effort of the Commis- 
sioners and personnel at the County Home. 


The report of the State Tax Commission was studied 
carefully, and the Commissioners have implemented 
many of the recommendations contained and have in- 
stituted adequate accounting controls and safeguards to 
prevent reoccurence. 


Many repairs and alterations have been made in the 
County Home and Moore General Hospital during 1966. 
Of great benefit was the new elevator installed at the 
Home and the continuing program of upgrading the build- 
ings to provide better facilities for the residents. 


We appreciate and wish to thank every organization 
for all the happiness and comfort given to inmates of the 
County Home and patients of the Moore General Hospital. 


We also want to thank all County Officials, Superin- 
tendent of the Moore General Hospital and County Home 
and all County employees for their help and cooperation. 


To all State Officials, the Board of Mayor and Alder- 
men of Manchester and Nashua and all City and Town 
agencies who have given us their cooperation and help, 
we are grateful and appreciate everything they have done.

Gentlemen: 


In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 71, Sec- 
tion 27, of the Revised Statutes Annotated, an examina- 
tion and audit of the accounts of Hillsborough County for 
the fiscal year ended December 31, 1965, has been made 
by this Division. Submitted herewith is the report of the 
audit including Exhibits as hereafter listed. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Included in the examination and audit were the ac- 
counts and records of the Board of County Commission- 
ers, County Treasurer, Clerk of the Superior Court, Su- 
perintendent of the County Farm and the County Hospi- 
tal. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


Comparative Balance Sheets: December 31, 1964 - Decem- 
ber 31, 1965: (Exhibit A-1) 


Comparative Balance Sheets for the fiscal years end- 
ed December 31, 1964 and December 31, 1965, are pre- 
sented in Exhibit A-1. As indicated therein, the Surplus 
increased by $10,395.82 in 1965. 
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Analysis of Change in Financial Condition: (Exhibit A-2) 


An analysis of the change in financial condition of 
the County during the year is made in Exhibit A-2, with 
the factors which caused the change indicated therein.

Comparative Statements of Appropriations and Expenditures 
— Estimated and Actual Revenues: (Exhibits A-3 & A-4) 


Comparative statements of approprations and expen- 
ditures, estimated and actual revenues for the fiscal year 
ended December 31, 1965, are presented in Exhibits A-3 
and A-4. As indicated by the budget summary (Exhibit 
A-4), a revenue surplus of $29,804.27, plus a net unex- 
pended balance of appropriations of $21,724.94, resulted 
in a net budget surplus of $51,529.21. 


Summary Statement of Receipts and Expenditures: 
(Exhibits B-| ) 


A summary statement of the receipts and expendi- 
tures of the County for the fiscal year ended December 
31, 1965, made up in accordance with the uniform classifi- 
cation of accounts, is included in Exhibit B-1. Proof of 
the Treasurer’s balance as of December 31, 1965 is in- 
dicated in Exhibit B-2. 
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ACCOUNTS OF COMMISSIONERS AND TREASURERS 


An examination was made of a sufficient number of 
orders issued by the Commissioners and Clerk of the 
Superior Court, as well as supporting invoices and pay- 
rolls, to satisfy the requirements of accepted standards 
of audit procedure. The classification of expenditures was 
noted. 


CLERK OF THE SUPERIOR COURT 


The financial accounts and records of the Clerk of 
the Superior Court of Hillsborough County were exam- 
ined. Court receipts were checked by source, insofar as 
possible, and found to be properly recorded. Court orders 
issued by the Clerk were supported by invoices, vouchers 
and payrolls bearing the approval of a Superior Court 
Justice. 


COUNTY FARM AND HOSPITAL 


The accounts of records of the Superintendent of the 
County Farm and the Moore General Hospital were ex- 
amined. Receipts of the Farm from the sale of livestock 
and produce and from boarders were checked by source 
through the triplicate receipt forms. All receipts of the 
Farm as well as the receipts of the Hospital, as recorded 
in the cash book, were properly accounted for by the 
Superintendent through the deposits in the bank to the 
credit of the County Treasurer’s account. 


Moore General Hospital — Accounts Receivable: 


The accounts receivable at the Moore General Hospi- 
tal at the close of the last two fiscal years, as indicated 
by the institution records and giving effect to reserves 
for doubtful accounts, were as follows:

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GENERAL COMMENTS 


Administration Office: 


Inquiries and observations made during the course 
of this audit revealed numerous outdated methods and 
procedures being used by this office, as well as a sub- 
stantial amount of duplication of work performed by, 
and required of, other departmental and institutional 
offices. All accounting records are maintained by manu- 
al “pen and ink’”’ methods. 


As a result of these somewhat obsolete methods and 
procedures, and because of a lack of personnel, several 
departures from accepted accounting procedures were 
noted in the recording and processing of cash and other 
data. Some of the more important deviations are noted 
below. 


(1) Cash refunds and other receipts forwarded to 
this office by the Welfare offices located in Manchester, 
Nashua and Milford, as well as cash from other sources 
and departments received in this office during the first 
four months of the year were not deposited in the Gener- 
al Fund checking account until the month of May, 1965. 
Receipts subsequent to May 1 were deposited irregularly 
and partially. Control over the receipts and deposits 
was not maintained, and as indicated in Exhibit B-l, 
Classified Statement of Receipts and Expenditures, 
$148.16 of the office receipts were unaccounted for as of 
December 31, 1965. 


(2) Summary cash receipts and disbursements jour- 
nals were obviously not maintained on a daily basis and 
when these were eventually prepared, they proved to be 
incomplete and not self-balancing. 


(3) Checks Issued: The various series of checks 
drawn on the General Fund checking account were not 
serially listed on the summary cash disbursements jour- 
nals, and consequently, considerable difficulty was en- 
countered in tracing all checks issued during the year. 


An extensive review of checks issued during 1965 
revealed that several vendor and payroll checks issued 
were not accompanied by settlements and/or payroll 
journals and were not recorded on the summary cash 
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disbursements journals. The gross expenditures, there- 
fore, were incorrectly stated. We also noted several 
checks issued in amounts other than those recorded on 
the various settlements or manifests. 


Expenditure entries on account of several voided or 
cancelled checks which had been returned by vendors 
due to duplicate payments, etc., had not been eliminated 
from the disbursements journals or otherwise adjusted. 


(4) Transfers to the Payroll Fund checking account 
exceeded requirements by $1,710.05, as indicated in Ex- 
hibits B-2 and B-3. 


(5) The general fund and payroll checking accounts 
were not reconciled monthly during the year; the earliest 
attempt to reconcile these accounts being made some- 
time during November. The variances in checks issued 
and the excess transfers to the payroll account were 
therefore not detected. 


(6) Filing System and Archives: The filing system 
for current items seems adequate, but the storage of 
prior years’ records such as cancelled checks, vouchers, 
journals, ledgers, workpapers, etc. appeared inadequate 
and in considerable disorder. 


(7) Settlements or manifests for checks issued by 
the Clerk of Court for Jury payrolls, “State Vs’ payrolls, 
Sheriffs and Masters’ account, Stenographers’ account 
and the Court and incidental expenses account were 
eliminated in an attempt to reduce the office workload. 


(8) The only General Accounts maintained in this 
office, are the General Fund cash account — control, the 
Estimated Revenue and Appropriations control and re- 
lated detail accounts. 


Treasurer: 


(1) Receipts of County Taxes are deposited in a 
separate checking account and no income is earned by 
the County on these funds. 


(2) During the 1965 surplus funds that remained in 
the treasury were deposited in another separate check- 
ing account in a local bank and no revenues were realized 
from these idle funds, 
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County Home and Farm: 


The general accounting system of the County Home 
and Farm was recently revised and improved and is 
partially mechanized. Cash receipts are recorded by an 
accounting machine. Billing of charges, posting to ac- 
counts receivable control and detail accounts is also per- 
formed by accounting machine. 


Purchase orders signed by the Superintendent are 
required in a majority of cases prior to materials and 
supplies being ordered. Some purchases are made with- 
out purchase orders. 


A basic but limited system of internal controls exists. 


It was noted during the audit, however, that the en- 
tries to the detail cost accounting system for the year 
1965 had been completed through the month of Septem- 
ber only. 


Moore General Hospital: 


The general accounting system of the Moore General 
Hospital is recommended and approved by the New 
Hampshire — Vermont Hospitalization Service and is 
the system of accounts generally maintained by accredit- 
ed hospitals. The system of internal controls and checks 
appears to be adequate. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 
Administration Office: 


It is recommended that the following procedures be 
promptly implemented in the Administration Office in 
order that a more effective control be maintained over 
the general accounts of the County. 


(1) Expand the general accounts maintained by this 
office to reflect the various assets, liabilities and surplus 
accounts generally maintained by units of government. 


(2) Maintain the summary cash receipts and cash 
disbursements journals as revised by the auditors of 
this Division. A samply copy of these journals was left 
in the Administration Office. The use of these journals 
should establish more accurate control over the various 
cash receipts and disbursements of the County. 
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(3) Receipts and disbursements should be recorded 
daily and deposits of cash receipts should be made daily, 
or as often as is practical. Receipts should not be held 
over an extended period of time. 


(4) Settlements or manifests should be prepared or 
should be required from all departments for all checks 
that are issued. Every number of the various series of 
checks that are drawn on the General Fund checking 
account should be recorded on settlements or manifests 
and should be recorded in the summary cash disburse- 
ments journals. 


(5) Cancelled or voided checks should be eliminated 
from the settlements or manifests or otherwise corrected 
as promptly as possible. Spoiled checks should not be 
corrected and released, but should be cancelled and re- 
placed by unmutilated checks. 


(6) Extreme care should be exercised to assure that 
transfers to the payroll fund checking account do not ex- 
ceed actual requirements. 


(7) The general fund and payroll fund checking 
accounts should be reconciled monthly in order that any 
discrepancies in deposits and checks written be prompt- 
ly discovered. 


(8) The files for the storage of previous years data 
should be reviewed and kept in a more orderly manner. 


(9) Adequate provisions should be made to assure 
that all staff members take regular annual vacation 
leaves. 


(10) Issuing of receipts for cash that is received in 
the various welfare offices and other departments of the 
County should be delegated to the offices and depart- 
ments where the cash is actually received. This function 
should not be assigned to the Administration Office, ex- 
cept in those cases where cash is originally received by 
the Administration Office. 


To assure that proper control is maintained over the 
processing of cash receipts of the various offices and de- 
partments, we recommended the use of serially num- 
bered triplicate receipt forms. The original copy of this 
form should be given to the payer and the other two copies 
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should be retained by the issuing agency. The cash re- 
ceipts, as well as the duplicate and triplicate forms should 
then be forwarded to the Administration Office. The Ad- 
ministration Office should then acknowledge remittance 
of the cash by the agencies involved by properly endors- 
ing the duplicate copy of the receipt form and returning 
it to the office or department where the receipt originated. 
The triplicate copies of these receipt forms should be re- 
tained by the Administration Office and should be the 
basis for the entries from these sources on the summary 
cash receipts journals. 


The present procedures used by the Administration 
Office to account for the revenues of the Moore General 
Hospital, County Jail, and the County Home and Farm 
are adequate. 


(11) Acceptance of manifests or settlements which 
are or could be provided by the accounting machines at 
both the Moore General Hospital and the County Home 
and Farm should be considered in lieu of the particular 
manifests or settlements now required of these insti- 
tutions. Much duplication of effort which now exists 
could be eliminated. 


There are a number of other office procedures, now 
in use, which are either duplicated and/or unnecessary. 
These have been reviewed and discussed with the staff, 
and in our opinion, the implementation of the changes 
which we suggested in relation to those procedures as 
well as to the recommendations listed separately above, 
should increase considerably the efficiency of the Ad- 
ministration Office. 


It should be noted, however, that the above mea- 
sures are regarded as a preliminary step to rectify the in- 
adequacies in the accounting procedures of the Admin- 
istration Office. In the opinion of the auditors, mech- 
anization of the accounting functions of this office, as 
well as the use of more modern methods of operating 
procedures, is long overdue. 


County Home and Farm: 


Revisions in the accounting system and procedures 
at the County Home and Farm have been implemented 
and machine accounting has been initiated with respect 
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to cash receipts, billings and accounts receivable, and 
writing of payroll journal, checks and earning records. 


It is your recommendation that utilization of mach- 
ine accounting be expanded to include other accounting 
functions such as the preparation of farm settlements or 
manifests, including the simultaneous writing of vendor 
checks, the posting of the general accounts and the re- 
lated subsidiary cost accounts, and the preparation of 
the County Home and Farm section of the quarterly re- 
ports of employees’ earnings, etc. 


Purchasing and requisition procedures, perpetual in- 
ventory records, receiving records, etc. should be re- 
viewed and more detailed and effective methods and 
procedures should be adopted and maintained. 


Moore General Hospital: 


It is recommended that the machine accounting 
system at the Moore General Hospital be expanded to in- 
clude posting to the general accounts and also to the 
subsidiary cost accounts maintained by the institution. 
Other miscellaneous records and reports might also be 
adapted to machine accounting. As is the case with the 
County Home and Farm it would appear possible to pre- 
pare the Hospital’s section of the quarterly reports of 
employees’ earnings via the accounting machine. 


Clerk of Superior Court: 


It is recommended that a more formal receipt than 
is prepared under current practice be issued for all mon- 
ies paid into the Court. We suggést the use of a serially 
numbered duplicate receipt form for this purpose. The 
Original copy should be given the payer and the duplicate 
form to be retained by the Clerk of Court office as the 
basis for recording on the cash receipts and cash dis- 
bursements journal. At present, receipts are issued only 
when requested and memos of receipts are written for 
internal use prior to recording in the cash journals. 


Treasurer: 


(1) It is suggested that the County Tax receipts which 
are now deposited in a special checking account might 
be invested as other idle funds are and in this manner 
realize additional revenues for the County. 
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| (2) It should be noted that in the current year idle 
funds that accrue to the County because of Tax Antici- 
pation notes borrowings are now being invested and are 
earning additional income for the County. 


Long Range Program: 


It is the opinion of this Division, that because of the 
volume and complicated nature of the fiscal affairs of the 
County, the creation of a position such as Business Ad- 
ministrator might seem advisable. 


Also, the feasibility of establishment of central pur- 
chase and central stores procedures for both the Moore 
General Hospital and the County Home and Farm should 
be studied. 


All other accounting systems, procedures and meth- 
ods for all departments, institutions and offices should be 
under continuous review in order that at all times the 
most efficient operating procedures be utilized and that 
all information pertaining to the management of all 
County affairs be fully and accurately recorded. 


Conclusion: 


In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 184 
of the Laws of 1955, a copy of this report or a summary of 
its findings and recommendations (letter of transmittal) 
should be published in the next annual report of the Coun- 
ty. This letter of transmittal should be included in its en- 
tirety but the publication of Exhibits is optional. 


The appreciation and thanks of this Division is here- 
by expressed to the officials of Hillsborough County and 
their office staffs for the assistance rendered during the 
course of the audit.

It is a pleasure for me to submit my annual report of 
the Hillsborough County Home and Farm. The year 1966 
has been a very active one. We have continued our pro- 
gram of improvement and modernization within the In- 
stitution which has created a more pleasant atmosphere 
for the patients and made the work of the attendants easi- 
er by improving our facilities. 

New equipment purchased for the institution was a 
50 lb. extractor type washer, additional beds, mattresses, 
chairs, walkers, etc. A new elevator was installed in the 
institution.

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COUNTY ATTORNEY'S REPORT 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners 
of Hillsborough County 


The following is submitted as the report of the Coun- 
ty Attorney for the period commencing January 1, 1966 
and terminating December 31, 1966. 


Three Hundred and Seven Indictments and One 
Hundred and One Waivers of Indictment were brought 
before the Court and settled. One Hundred and Sixty 
One Appeal cases were presented to the Superior Court 
for consideration and settled. Eighteen violations of pro- 
bation charges were presented to the Court and disposi- 
tions were made thereon. 


Hearings were held under the Uniform Reciprocal 
Enforcement of Support Act in fifty two cases. 


Twenty Seven petitions were filed under New Hamp- 
shire Revised Statutes Annotated, Chapter 173, which is 
the Sexual Psychopath Law and determinations were 
made thereon. 


Investigations were made concerning twenty four 
vehicular fatal accidents. 


There were nineteen other fatal accidents of a non- 
vehicular variety which were also investigated by this 
office. The breakdown of these accidents is as follows: 
three fatal fires, five drownings, two fatal falls, one plane 
crash which killed two victims, five suffocations, one ac- 
cidental carbon monoxide poisoning and one poisoning 
which involved a young child who drank oxalic acid 
found in a cooling system cleaner. 


Numerous other matters were brought to the at- 
tention of this office during this period, and to the best 
of my knowledge, all have been settled amicably.

Gentlemen: 


In 1966 there was no change in the pattern of my ac- 
tivities as Catholic Chaplain for the Hillsborough County 
Institutions. In general then, the content of this report 
will not vary much from that of my reports for previous 
years. 


The increase in patient load and turnover of patients 
in both Hospital and Home however, will reflect an in- 
crease in the number of Catholic men and women I have 
tried to serve in the new situations. 


I would mention here that in the extension of Caron 
Annex, there is now available to me a recreational and 
therapy area which is suited to the celebration of Mass; 
Mrs. Lamy and her nursing staff, not without consider- 
able inconvenience, have made it possible for me to offer 
Mass at Caron at certain prearranged times. I have done 
this for three months and look forward to the continua- 
tion of this practice. The experience of actually assisting 
at Mass, after an interruption of many years, in the case 
of some individuals, seems to benefit the morale of most 
of these Catholic patients. 


On the County Home side, I maintain regular con- 
tact with personnel and patients. The chapel facilities at 
the County Home are highly satisfactory. Mass is offer- 
ed each Sunday and Holy Day, during Lent and other 
seasons of special religious significance. I try to provide 
additional services appropriate to the occasions. 


My genuine thanks must again go to Mrs. Lamy, Mr. 
Card and their staff in all departments of the Hospital; 
to Mr. Bouchard, Mr. Hurley and their entire staff. Their 
consistently sympathetic cooperation is a matter of great 
personal satisfaction.

COOPERATIVE EXTENSION SERVICE 


To: The Hillsboro County Board of Commissioners 


Gentlemen: 


It is my pleasure to submit this summary of activities 
of the Hillsboro County Cooperative Extension Service 
for the year 1966. More detailed Annual Reports covering 
each line of work have been sent to the County Business 
Office in Manchester and are also on file at the Coopera- 
tive Extension Service office in Milford and the Extension 
Service Director’s office in Durham, N. H. 


The Cooperative Extension Service is a unique edu- 
cational unit made possible through cooperative efforts 
of Federal, State and County governments. Extension 
Agents work in Hillsboro County in the fields of Agricul- 
ture, Home Economics, 4-H Youth Development and 
Forestry. In addition to their own talents, agents are able 
to call on the research facilities and the various Specialists 
at the University of New Hampshire, and the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. Direct guidance to the agents is 
given by the respective state leaders at Durham and by 
the local 13 member Extension Service Advisory Council. 
Ralph Wiggin of Bedford was the County Delegation rep- 
resentative on the Council and Oliver Dodge of New Bos- 
ton was Council Chairman in 1966. The County Exten- 
sion Office is located in the Post Office Building in 
Milford, N. H. 


Agricultural 


Staff members County Agent Perley Colby, and Re- 
gional Dairy Agent Ernest George. The first responsibility 
is still to commercial farmers, however considerable time 
is also spent with other landowners on related problems. 
Much time has also been devoted to other problems of a 
county wide nature. 
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During 1966, Agent Colby and George worked 530 
days; approximately 391 days were spent in the area of 
production where farmers were assisted in farm manage- 
ment, record keeping, disease or insect control, fertility 
problems, care of livestock and crops, etc.; 24 days were 
spent on marketing work; 44 days in resource and de- 
velopment and public affairs, and 52 days in adminis- 
tration and organization. 


Also during the year, 2,772 farm and office visits 
were made and 1,788 bulletins were distributed. 


Home Economics 


Extension Staff members, Harriet J. Nissen and Mrs. 
Winnifred McLaughlin (half time) . 


The aim of the Adult Home Economics Program is 
to teach homemakers of the county, so they can be in- 
formed consumers, and be competent homemakers. Les- 
sons regarding problems of the home, use of money, con- 
sumer education and child care have been taught this 
year. 


Teaching Methods 


1. The Extension Home Economists teach classes 
to groups of homemakers throughout the county. 


2. The Extension Home Economist and Specialists 
of the University of New Hampshire train volunteer lead- 
ers from the different community Extension groups to 
- teach homemaking projects to the people of the local Ex- 
tension groups. 245 volunteer leaders held 224 lessons, 
reaching 2811.

1. Nutrition with stress on food quackery and un- 
sound nutrition and correct methods of cooking 
vegetables.
